OKLAHOMA CITY (Okla.) Oct. T.

of the Osage Nation, the richest na- 
tien on earth, ie eighteen months 
away, the Osage citizens are begin- 
ning to discuss the matter of a suc- 
cessor to Governer Harry Kopay, & 
full-bioed, who holds the office by the 
good graces of the Secretary of the 
Interior. That Kopay expects to be @ 
candidate seems to be a foregone con- 
clusion and that he will inject into 
the campaign much of the white 
man’s strategy end ginger is prob- 
able. Being a graduate of Carlisie, 
Kopay has the advantage of many 
other prominent men of the tribe in 
political ability. 

Kopay has been on the pay roll of 
the United States government, as an 
employee in a clerical capacity tn the 
office of the Indian agent at “Pawhus- 
ka. for several years. When the last 
biennial election was held, last June, 
Kopay was selected as secretary oft 
the Council. Bacen Rind, one of the 
sage men of the Osaces, Was electe4 
Governor. His altewed activities in 
the interest of the Uncle Sam Ol 
Company caused his removal ty the 
Secretary o fthe Interior andd Kopay 
wes appointed acting Governor to fill 
the unexpired term. Bacon Rind suc- 
ceeded Alf Brown, part-blood Osage, 
who was one of the wisest men that 
hat filled the executive chair in the 
history of the Nation. 

POLITICS AND BUSINESS. 

The Osages are divided, to some 
extont, by a line that marks the west- 
ern boun@ary of the approximately, 
700.000 acres of land held under lease | 
by the Indian Territory Illuminating | 
Of! and Gas Company. This area is | 
about half that ef the former Osage | 
nation, now known as Osage county 
The other half is sought by the Uncle 
Sam Oil Company, which is in some- 
what bad repute with the Secretary of 
the Interior Bacon Rind was ac- 
cused of hobnobbing with this com- 
pany tm their effort to get a lease on 
the western half of the nation.

TITLE TO LANDS. 


Progressive Osages are demanding 
two items of legislation by Congress, 
and their demands probably will be 
made insistent this winter. The most 
important of these is « law that will 
permit the Indian to transfer with his 
title a full tithe to the mineral value 
of the land. Under present laws an 
Osage, under certain conditions, may | 
eel! his land, but the title to the oil 
and gas resources is held In the gov- 
ernment and the royalties derived 
from the sale of these products sare 
eretited to a fund that is regularly 
distributed among the Indians. It is 
held by thore demanding a new hw 
that the development of the county 
is being retarded because of thig re- 
striction. The lands are held te be 
worth, on an average, $25 an acre for 
agricultural purposes. 

PROTECTION OF STREAMS. 

Another demand is for a law that 
will pretect the streams of the Osage 
nation from the pollution that neces- 
sarily arises from the hundreds of ofl 
and gas wells. The waters of many 
streame are unfit for stock to drink 
and fish cannot live in them. Some- 
times of] covers the surface of an 
otherwise beautiful stream for a dis- 
tamee of ten to twelve miles and 
theusands of cattle and horses are de- 
prived of water from that source.

Ia 
the advocacy of his measures for cur- 
ing insanity in certain cases and 
ameliorating the condition of the vic- 
tim tn others, the experienced French 
alienist is opposed to male nurses, be- 
Heving them out of place in wards 
for the insane, and he makes a strong 
plea for the substitution of women in 
every instance. Their gentieness, he 
claims, is in iteelf a consideration that 
appeals to the distorted mind of the 
insane person at the outset, quiets hie 
or her nerves, and makes the subject 
tractable and easy te manage. 

In the hospital mentioned, where 
4000 patients are treated every year 
Dr. Mangtn has accomplished wonders 
according to all accounts, by repiac- 
ing force and severity in treating the 
violent with kindness and patience. 
One of his theories ie that the Insane 
patient requires long hours of rest. 
hence he has adopted what he desig- 
nates as the “ved cure.” giving them 
full opportunity to repoce for many 
hours in bed.

If Works had even a little smattering of 
law knowledge he would know that reports 
of court proceedings are privileged, and 
while it ig the privilege of a judge to ex- 
clude newspaper reporters from the court- 
room during the hearing of any case, it is 
not his privilege to prevent the publication 
of accurate reports of such proceedings, 
if by any means they can be obtained. 

One reads with amazement the comments 
of Mr. Works. He is not, as the casual 
reader might suppose, one of the attorneys 
for the prosecution of Eddie. He is one 
of the attorneys for the defense, and his 
objection to the publication of the evidence 
against his client must be regarded as a 
quasi confession... 

There never was any danger of The 
Times soiling its columns with any detailed 
account of the evidence against Eddie. It 
has been careful to abstain from any 
expression of opinion as to his guilt—a dis 
cretion which Mr. Works, his own lawyer, 
has failed to exercise. 


HIRKING JURY DUTY. 

A jury was said of old to be “an inno- 
cent man's city of refuge.” There is some 
question as to whether it has not in these 
latter days degenerated into a guilty man’s 
hope of acquittal. There is a growing and 
not an altogether inexcusable tendency of 
otherwise exemplary citizens to avold fury 
duty in criminal cases, where the crime 
charged was committed in the course of 
what Gompers calis “an industrial dispute.” 
A person liable to duty as a juror who has 
reason to think that convicting a dyna- 
miter might be followed by a destruction 
of his property or an assault upon his per- 
son by the association to which the dyna- 
miter belongs, often makes haste to ac- 
quaint himself with the alleged facts in 
the case, and on examination on his voir- 
dire, asserts that he has formed and ex- 
pressed an opinion that no evidence could 
remove. Or, worse yet, he will go upon the 
jury for the purpose of voting for an acquit- 
tal, no matter what the evidence may be, 
in order to make himself solid with the 
criminal classes. 

The increase of class consciousness and 
of the militancy and violence of the syndl- 
calists, must make the administration of 
justice {n criminal cases exceedingly difi- 
cult. The requirement that in order to be 
eligible to jury duty a citizen must be on 
the assessment roll excludes to a certain 
extent some undesirables who would other- 
wise endeavor to find their way into the 
jury box for the purpose of being bribed. 
The difficulty in obtaining honest, fearless 
and disinterested jurors, who will find a 
verdict in accordance with the evidence, is 
enhanced by the fact that in cities there 
seems to be no active public sentiment to 
back a juror who performs his duty, or to 
reprehend a juror who shirks it, or is infiu- 
enced by fear or bribery to misperform it.

The foremost political issue of recent 
years has been the control of corporate 
business for the public welfare. The nation 
desires a business machinery of high effi- 
ciency, serving the interests of the public, 
and returning ample reward to those who 
use that machinery ably and .

Intelligent and farseeing action has been 
necessary to destroy abuses, and to pro 
tect more fully honest efficiency, while lay- 
ing plainly before the American people the 
real facts upon which public opinion must 
gradually be formed. 

Under the Sherman Anti-Trust Law, dur- 
ing the three years of President Taft's ad- 
ministration, twenty-two bills in equity 
have been filed, and forty-five indictments 
have been found. Decidedly, President Taft 
has administered the law and is adminis 
tering it. 
the voluntary dissolution of the offending 


corporations has followed. 


ABOR EXCHANGES. 

Prince Bismarck called government 
labor exchanges ‘the politics of practical 
Christianity.” Winston Churchill  calis 
them “the politics of‘action, not of faction.” 
Labor exchanges conducted at the public 
expense may be desirable in Europe, but 
they are unnecessary here The daily pa- 
pers of every large city are lahor ex- 
changes, accessible to all in search of em- 
ployment. In The Times of Saturday there 
were 251 advertisements of “male help 
wanted.” One hundred and two mechanics 
were wanted with pay ranging from $6 per 
day for plasterers down to $3 per day for 
painters. Sixty common laborers were 
wanted, twenty-eight men to work in hotels, 
thirty-three clerks, twenty-five salesmen 
and five baseball] players. Talk about “the 
voice of the unemployed.” It makes the 
faintest kind of a noise compared with the 
volce of the employer, soliciting the 
haughty plasterer to accept $6 for el¢ht 
hours’ work daubing a wall. 

The plain truth is that no healthy, sober, 
industrious man in Los Angeles need be out 
of employment of some kind unless he 
chooses to be idle. He may not be able to 
get a soft job, or the kind of a job he wants, 
but he can certainly get a job that will 
afford abundant food and comfortable shel- 
ter for his family and himself. 


LAYING THE ENDS AGAINST THE

Since government first became a science 
all the lawegivers from Moses and Confu- 
clus down have recognized that the stabil- 
ity of a State rests emphatically on the 
welfare of what is known as the great mid- 
die class—the men who are not abnormally 
rich or abnormally poor.

America has continued prosperous and 
‘progressive because she has been governed 
wisely by a people who believe in the Aris- 
totelian principle of strengthening the cen- 
ter. Deeply shall we rue the day when we 
allow ourselves to be led away by the false 
promises of those who are playing the ends 
against the middle. The Bull Moose wedge 
with a Socialist hammer behind it may split 
this solid commonwealth into a hundred 
petty warring factions; but the blow will 


never be etruck.

“Anything that makes capital idle, 
or which reduces or destroys it 
(tariff revision downward, for in- 
stance,) reduces both wages and the 
opportunity to earn wages. It only 
requires the effects of a panic through 
which we are passing (1907-8.) or 
through which we passed in 1873 and 
1893; to show how closely united in a 
common interest we all are. We are 
in the same boat. and financial and 
business storms which effect one, are 
certain to affect all others. 

“A nation like that of the United 
States, with over ninety millions of 
people, with resources unexampled in 
the history of the world, with ideals 
as high as those of any nation, with 
earnest desire to spread the principles 
of liberty and of popular government, 
cannot maintain a position of isolation 
with respect to the peoples of the 
world when fate shall have thrust 
some of those peoples under our con- 
trol,”’ 

“Why should not a Diacklisted la- 
borer be allowed an injunction as well 
as a boycotted capitalist. was asked 
of Mr. Taft at Cooper Institute, New 
York City, on January 10, 1908. Mr. 
Taft promptly anewered: 

“He ought to be, and if I was on 
the bench 1 would give him one 
mighty quick. 

“Efficient regulation is the very 
antidote and preventive of socialism 
and government ownership. The 
railroads, unti] now, have been per- 
mitted to wield without any real con- 
trol the enormously tmportant fran- 
chise of furnishing transportation to 
the entire country. In certain re- 
spects they have done a marvelous 
work and have afforded transporta- 
tion at a cheaper rate per ton, per 
mile, and per passenger, than in any 
other country In the world. They 
have, however, many of them, shamce- 
fully violated the trust obligation 
they have been under to the public of 
furni#hing equal facilities at the same 
price to all shippers. They have been 
weighed in the balance and found 
wanting in some instances. The rem- 
edy for the evil must be radical to 
be effective. If it te not so, then we 
may certainly expect that the move- 
ment toward government ownership 
will become a formidable one, one 
that cannot be stayed. 

“While I fully recognize the fact 
that the fAfteenth amendment has not 
accomplished all that it was Intended 
to accomplish, and that for a time it 
seemed to be a dead letter, I am con- 
fident that In the end It will prove to 
be a bulwark equally beneficial with 
the thirteenth and fourteenth amend- 
ments to an unfortunate, down-trod- 
fen, struggling race, te whom, in 
view of the circumstances under 
which they were brought to this coun- 
try and the conditions in bondage in 
which they were continued for more 
than two centuries, We owe every 
Obligation of care and protection. 
That which has been done for the ne- 
gro race is the work of the Republi- 
can party. 

“What the capitalist. who its the 
employer, must face is that the organ- 
ization——the labor union— is a perma- 
nent condition in the industrial world. 
It has come to stay (very true—but 
while claiming full rights for itself it 
muet not, as it dees, trample on the 
rights of employers end others—the 
writer.) 

“I do not know any place which 
thrilie one’s bosom with patriotic 
ecstasy a@ the sepuichre of the tun- 
known dead in Arlington cemetery. 
The thought of the herolem and sac- 
rifice of those who, without a murmur 
ané without even hope of persone! 
credit or glory, gave up all to main- 
tain a sacred cause, makes all motvies 
of personal advancement of ambition 
seem emall and sordid. 

“Jt goes without saying that where 
an adjustment of labor differences 
cannot be reached ty negotiation, it 
ie far better for the community at 
latge that they be settled by eubmis- 

partial tribunal and

agreement to abide its judgment than 
to resort to a trial of resistance and 
endurance by lockouts and strikes. 

“The course of the Republican par- 
ty since its organization in 1856 and 
its real assumption of control in 1861 
down to the present day, is remark- 
able for the foresight and ability of 
its leaders (except Roosevelt—the 
writer,) for its efficiency and deep 
sense of responsibility for the preser- 
vation and successful maintenance of 
the government, and for the greatest 
resourcefulness in meeting the vari- 
ous trying and difficult issues which 
a history of now a full half-century 
has presented for solution. 

“The administration of exact justice 
by courts without fear or favor (un- 
trammeled by ‘recall of the judiciary’ 
legisiation—the writer,) unmoved by 
the Influence of the wealthy or by the 
threats of the demagogue, is the 
highest ideal that a government of 
the people can strive for, and any 
means by which a suitor, however 
unpopular or poor, is deprived of en- 
joying this, is to be condemned. 

“The difficulty with the Demo- 
cratic party and the reason why. the 
American people thus far have mani- 
fested their (general) distrust of it is 
because it has no policy which the 
country can depend upon. Its whole 
stock in trade is that of irresponsible 
criticism and  obetruction; when 
gharged with the responsibility for 
doing anything it utterly falls. 

“Mr. Bryan asks me what I woyld 
46 with the trusts. I anewer that I 
would restrain unlawful trusts with 
all the efficiency of injunctive process 
and would punish with all the fte- 
verity of criminal prosecution every 
attempt on the part of aggregated 
capital to suppress competition. 

“We are making progress and 
ought to make progress in the shap- 
ing of governmental action to secure 
greater equality of opportunity, to de- 
stroy the undue advantage of special 
privilege and of accumulated capl!tal, 
and to remove obstructions to the 
pursuit of human happiness: and in 
working out these difficult problems we 
may possibly have from time to time, 
to Mmit or narrow the breadth of 
constitutional guaranties tn respect of 
property by amendment. But ff we do 
it, let us do it deliberately, under- 
standing what we are doing. and with 
full consideration and clear weighing 
of what we are giving up of private 
right for the general welfare. Let us 
do it under circumstances which shall 
i'make the operation of the change 
luntform and just, and not depend on 
the feverish. uncertain and unstshble 
determination of successive votes on 
different laws by temporary and 
changing majorities. Such a proposal 
as this (recall of the judiciary, for 
inetance—the writer) is utterfy with- 
out merit or utility, and instead of 
being progressive, is reactionary; in- 
atead of being in the interest of all 
the people. and of the stability of 
popular government, is sowing the 
seeds of confusion and tyranny. 

“The only substantial steps which 
have been really taken to stop the 
abuses and oppression attempted by 
the irresponsible holders of great 
wealth and corporate power have 
been by the Nepublican party. 

“I believe that a navy is the great- 
est answer of peace that we could 
possibly have—a nevy commnyrensurate 
with our resources. and commen- 
surate with our coast lines. and com- 
mensurate with the number of de- 
pendencies we have, and commensu- 
rate with our population and com- 
meneurate with our influence as 6 
world power. 

“Whenever called upon, the negro 
has never fatled to make sacrifices for 


this. the only countrv he has and 
the only flag he knows. 

“The leader of the Republican 
party during the Civil War was 


Abreham Lincoln. In all the varieties 
of controversy with which tt has since 
had to deal. it has never lost the In 
eptration of his leadership.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 44.—[Spectal 
to New York Times:] The Judge 
Advocate-General of the army has 
been carefully scrutinizing the igst 
army appropriation bill, and a@ a con- 
sequence the heads of the War De- 
partment are appalied at the duties 
imposed upon them by the new legis 
lation attached as riders to the act. 
So far they have net guite worked 
out what will have to be done, but 
the genera!) stafl, by testing a iftew 
cases, estimates that nearly 609 offi- 
eers at present on detailed service 
will have te be gtcallied to their regt- 
ments almost at once. Six months is 
the greatest length of time teft for 
any of them to return, and officers 
responsible for failure to do so will 
have their pay and allowance 
In regard te the ordinary detach- 
ments from the army organizations 
the general provision [vr return io 
the colors causes no particular worry. 
But the new iaw strikes In a way 
that apparently was no: intended, af- 
fecting about one-half of the snsttuct- 
ors at all the service schools. ‘These 
include West Point, «nd from pres- 
ent indications half the officers 4e- 
tailed at West Point as well as at 
the other schools will have to rejoin 
their regiments on December 15, tn 
the middie of the school year. How 
to replace these instructors is s°me- 
thing the department has not worked 
out, although it realites that under 
the provisions of the act any delin- 
quencies are out of the question.

INSPECTS CUSTOMS OFFICE. 

Representative of Secretary of the 

Treasury Expresses Satisfaction 

With Conditions Here. 

Edwin R. Wakefield, chairman of 
the commission appointed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury to visit 
the various ports of the United 
States, with a view of preparing a 
uniform system of classification and 
valuation for tmported merchandise, 
is here with his stenographer, and 
spending the time with Collector 
Pendleton and his force of ap- 
raisers. 

The official put In the most of his 
time ai the appraisers’ stores, where 
the books of the office were ex- 
amined, and a full and detailed ac- 
count of transacting customs busi-

HALE MEAT 
EATEN IN JAPAN.

IS SUPERIOR TO SOME OF THE 
BEEF SERVED UP. 


{New York Sun:] That little has 
been known to the rest of the world 
about the whales of the Pacific Ocean 
was proved to Roy Chapman Andrews, 
assistant curator of the department of 
mammalogy in the American Museum 
of Natural History, during the two 
months he spent last winter with the 
Oriental Whale Catching Company on 
and off Southern Corea, studying the 
big fish and getting specimens fer the 
museum. Mr. Andrews found among 
other things a whale which has been 
utterly unknown except to the Japa- 
nese. It is called the “sel” whale, and 
the Japanese have been catching it for 
the last fifteen years, but no scientific 
body had been informed of its exis- 
tence. 

Mr. Andrews, who returned from a 
long trip to the Ortent last Wednesday, 
thinks the Japanese know more about 
the whale catching industry and pur- 
sue it to better advantage than an 
other people in the world. They use the 
whole of the fish, and none of it goes 
fcr guano. They eat all they can chew, 
and canned whale is esteemed a lux- 
ury among the Japanese. It has taken 
the place of fish in some households, 
a whale being a mammal that has be- 
come adapted to life on the ocean 
save, and not a fish, according to 
Mr. Andrews. 

“My primary object in going for 
whales was to get skeletons to com- 
plete my work done with Pacific 
whales in 1909-10," said Mr. Andrews 
yesterday. “In this the Oriental Whale 
Catching Company gave me every pos- 
s‘ble assistance. I suppose the com- 
mercial value of the specimens I got 
through them is at least $1000, and 
that doesn't take tnto account the 
trouble to which I put them. Thie 
company has its most important sta- 
tion at Ulean, in the Sea of Japan. 

‘T was looking especially for the 
Callfornia gray whale. which follows 
the coast closely damn, and hag its 


young among the islands south of 


Corea. There is no specimen of this 
fish in Amefica. The only complete 
specimen in a museum is the one in 
Tokio. This animal has practically 
been exterminated on Our own coast 
without anybody getting a skeleton 
to preserve. Scientifically it is a very 
interesting species, because it repre- 
sents an intervening stage between 
two great families of whalebone 
whales. Unfortunately we have had 
no alcoholic material to study, and 
practically nothing of scientific value 
has been known about it. 

“I succeeded in getting one com- 
plete skeleton for us, and one for 
the Smithsonian Institution. I also 
btained a tremendous amount of 
very valuable alcoholic material to 
be sent to Germany for study over 
there by a man who its a specialist 
in microscopic and histological work. 
I took a great many photographs— 
the only ones in existence of the gray 
whale—and I made three rolls of 
moving picture films illustrating the 
operations of a whaling station. 

“IT also got a humpback whale, the 
commonest whale there is, by 
way, but of which there is no speci- 
men here. It is a species most highly 
prized for food by the Japanese, and 
they kill them when they can. The 
humptacked whale is almost extinct 
in those waters. Only five of them 
were taken at the station last sea- 
son, three of which were taken while 
I was there. 

“The California whale is one of the 
most intelligent of all whales. When 
the ordinary whale is feeding it pays 
no attention to you as you try to 
get close to it. The California gray 
is very wary. When you are looking 
for it it will come up and blow with-

Now Les Angeles brickmakers are 
turning out 1,000,00 a day—and they 
are used as fast as they are made, 
while contracts are barely flled.

found themselves in a quandary as 
a result of the prenomenal develop- 
ment of the city.

“Good evening, Mr. Cassiles!"” she 
called seriously back. That is one 
of the rules of this theater game, with 
her—carrying the play back of the 


scenes. 

And back of the footlights, in the

Robert Alexander Wason’s Preface to His 
New Book Shows His Method of Story 
Telling. 


Robert Alexander Wason prefaces his new 
Happy Hawkins story, “Wriar Tuck,” by the 
following characteristic confidential chat, en- 
titled “Just Between You and Me,” which 
eet his method of story-telling in a most 


frequently colored 
a temporary elevation of the critic's 


(or a temporary depression of the critic's 
liver) advertisements are not invariably free 
from bias; so, perhaps a few words of 
friendly warning will not be considered im- 
pertinent. 
“Whosoever is squeamishly sensitive as to 
the formal technique of literary construction 
will save himself positive irritation by avoid- 
ing this book. It is a told, rather than @ 
written story; and this is a compromise 
which defies 4rt and frankly turns to the 
more elastic ods of Nature. 
“It is supposed to be told by an outdoor 
man in those delightful moments of relaxa- 
tion when the restraint of self-consciousness 
is droppe dand the spirit flows forth with a 
freedom difficult to find, outside the egoism 
of childhood. This general suggestion is 
easily tossed out; but the reader must supply 
the detaiis—the night camps with the pipes 
sending up incense about the tiny fires, the 
winter evenings when the still cold lurks 
at the threshold or the blizzard howls around 
the log corners; or those still more elusive 
moments when the riding man shifts his 
weight to a single thigh, and tells the inner 
story which has been rising from his open 
any to his closed lips for many a long 
thile. 
“Nor will these details suffice to complete 
the atmosphere in which, bit by b**, the story 
is told. The greatest charm in the tol¢ 
story comes direct from the teller; and, toil 
as we will over printed pages, they obsti- 
nately refuse to reproduce the twinkle of 
bright, deepset eyes, the whimsical twist 
which gives character to a commonplace 
word, the subtle modulations of a mellow 
voice, the discriminating accent which 
makes a sentence fire when spoken, and only 
ashes when written; or, hardest of all, those 
eloquent pauses and illuminating gestures 
which convey a climax neither tongue nor 
pen dare attempt. 
“Happy Hawkins is complex, but the basic 
foundation of his character is simplicity. His 
andience is usually a mixed one, men of the 
range and an easterner or two, fortunate 
enough to find the way into his confidence. 
Occasionally he amuses himeelf by talking to 
¢he one group over the heads of the other; 
jut even then his own simplicity is but thinly 
veiled. The phases of life which he holds 
lightly are exploited with riotous reckless- 
ness; but whoever would visit his private 
shrines must tread with reverent step. 
“His exaggerations are not to deceive, but 
to magnify—an adjunct to expression inva- 
riably found athong primitive people. A 
) brass monkey is really not sensitive to varia- 
tions of temperature; and yet, even among 
the civilized, a peculiarly vivid impression is 
conveyed by stating that a particular cold 
snap bas had a disintegrating effect upon the 
integrity of a brass monkey There is a phi- 
losophy of exaggeration which is no kin to 
falsehood

The great school of the future, 
writes Thomas Stockham Baker, 4i- 
rector of the Tome School for Boya, 


in the New York Times, will lay great- 


er stress on intellectual results: it 
will allow larger freedom to the in- 
dividuality of boys: it will have fewer 
holdings; it will have greater regard 
for the personality of teachers. The 
most glaring defect In the schools of 
today, he says, lies in their low in- 
tellectual standards.

Australia’s School System. 

[Christian Science Monitor:] The 
public school education system of 
South Australia is admittedly one of 
the most libera] in the world. Under 
its provisions a child can pass from 
the primary to the high or second- 
ary gchools, and by means of schol- 
arships through the university prac- 
tically without cost to his pgrents. 
Some interesting figures relative to the 
operations of the education depart- 
ment have recently been published. 

The number of individual pupils in 
attendance at the schools under the 
department last year totaled 63,494, 
and the daily average attendance for 
the year in all schools was 37,427; 
the children attending the secondary 
schools in December, last, numbered 
2168. The tota) number of teachers 
employed was 1325. During the year 
690 schools were fully examined in de- 
tail by the inspectors. 

The total number of children pre- 
sented was $8,114. Out of 6009 ex- 
amined in the fourth class, 2133 suc- 
ceeded in passing the standard fixed 
by the education act for exemption 
from further attendance at school, 
and out of 3894 children examin in 
the fifth class 1924 obtained certif- 
cates. As regards the government 
schools, little difficulty was experi- 
enced in operating the compulsory 
attendance clauses of the act. For 
the whole year there were only forty 
prosecutions for breaches of the law.
